OEATH BY TORTURE MAY BE THEIR UN- 
HAPPY FATE. 


Secretary Blaine Involved in the New- 
foundland Fisheries Dispute—Venesue- 
la Rebels Make Important Captures— 
Argentine Talking Repudiation—Anti- 
Semitic Agitation in Russia—American 
Relief for Starving Poor—Brief Oable- 
grams—Foreign. ! 


PakRis, April 15.—The report from Dahomey 
that King Behanzin has seized Whydah, and 
captureda number of Europeans, including 
several nuns, willl hurry preparations by the 
Ministry to put down the rebellion against 
French authority there guaranteed by the De 
Courtny treaty. 

The nuns now in the bands of King Behan- 
zin are part ofa colony sent out some time 
ago with the view of assisting in educational 
and missionary work among the natives of 
Dahomey. The latest advices show thatthe 
Europeans at Whydah have been expecting 
trouble for some time, and that the nuns had 
been warned of their danger. They persisted 
however, in remaining. It is said thata 
number of native scholars and converts have 
also been carried off to Abomey, the capltal 
of Dahomey. and that the nuns may be com- 
pelled to witness the cruel sacrifice of those 
endeared tothem. Itis not believed, how- 
ever, tnat Behanzin will injure any of bis 
Luropean prisoners, but that tbey will prob- 
ably be held for ransom. Considerable 
anxiety is felt, however, on that question, as 
Behanzin isknownto be a man of violent 
temper, andthe situation of the prisoners 
during a war, as between the French and 
the Dahomeyans will be precarious. 

It is now beginning to be realized here that 
France basa big undertaking on her hands. 
The campaigns of the war of 1890 in Dahomey 
will haveto be repeated. At that time the 
King of the African Amazons attacked the 
town of Porto Novo, captured Whydah and 
threatened Kotonou, and, thoughthe Daho.- 
meyans were repulsed with much slaughter, it 
cost France the lives of many brave soldiers, 
The battles were ferce and bloody. 

The French forces were not large, perhaps 
four or five bundred, and the Dabomans were 
an army of six or seven thousand. But in 
spite of the repeating rifles and the assist- 
ance of a gunboat, the French hada difficult 
task in fighting off the Amazonian army from 
the coast and preventing them from occupy- 
ing Porto Novo. The dusky female warriors, 
to the number of 3,000, who led the advance, 
‘ showed wonderful. courage. They charred 
with in¢redible fury. They came up im solid 
column to within 600 feet of the fort, and, in 
spite of the great gaps made by the musketry 
and the shells from the gunboat, they 
charged with blood-curdling yells right on 
to the wall, showering bullets from their old 
trade guns. Many of them fell dead among 
the French troops. Some already plerced by 
bayonets, rose up again and fought till they 
fell down from sheer exhaustion. But the 
French repeating rifles were too much for 
them. Amongthe Dabomans who fell was 
Allada, the female general of the Amazons. 


Dahomey is situated between Ashantee on 
the west and the Niger country of Africa 
and the German Cameroons onthe east. The 
annexations by the various powers have cut 
off the interior kingdoms from thesea. En- 
giand has the gold coast and the Niger coun- 
try, and the Germans the Cameroons. 
Long ago the Germans. English and 
French drew an imaginary line through the 
slave coast. Ihetwo former secured a firm 
foothold, and France was left totake the 
middle section, ifshecould. This section is 
a strip on the Gulf of Guinea, 100 miles wide, 
and includes the Kingdom of Porto Novo, with 
140,000 inhabitants and a King, whichis de- 
scrited as the richest and best-cultivated 
territory on the Slave coast. Kotonou,the only 
available barboron the coast, was ceded to 
France some time ago, and through it all the 
commerce of Porto Novo, Whydah and other 
towns on the mainland was carried on. At 
Godorney and Aprekete, small towns near 
Kotonou, there are also French trading 
posts. The coast islow-lying, swampy, and 
the climate is one of the hottest and most 
humid tn the world. 


NEWFOUNDLAND FISHERIES. 


BECRETARY BLAINE INVOLVED IN THE CONTRO- 
VERSY—CORRESPONDENCE. 


&T. JOHNS, N. F., April 15.—In the course of 
debate on the resolution introduced in the 
Assembly by Mr. Morine Tuesday last, Mr. 
Morine, during the absence of the Colonial 
Secretary from the House, said that Mr. Bond 
had led the country to belfeve thatthe only 
concession given to American fishermen was 
the right to purchrse bait, whereas, asa 
matter of fact. he had bartered away the 
rights of Canadian fishermen. In support of 
this statement he quoted froma letter writ- 
ten by Sir Charlies. Tupper. Bond was in- 
formed of this charge by Mr. Morine upon 
his return, and as the opportunity to deny 
the same had passed during his absence, be 
immediately telegraphed to the Secretary of 
State ofthe United States respecting the 
matter as follows: 

St. JOHNS, Newfoundland, April 6. 
Hon. James G. Blaine, Washington: 

Morine, leader of the opposition, has asserted in 
the Legislature upon the authority of Sir Charles 
Tupper that you stated at the conference held with 
Tupper and Pauncefote on April 2, 1891, thatI had 
expressed the intention of this Government to ex- 
clude Canadians from buying bait. I appreciate that 
this is pure fabrication on the part of upper made 
with intention to influence the nonefication of the 
convention by Imperial Government, and I wouyld 
thank you to wire me reply.

TALKING REPUDIATION. 

BUENOS AYRES, April 15.—A report js cur- 
rent that Engiand will be asked to dssume a 
portion of the obligations of the Argentine 
Republic, or to make compensation in some 
form for the annexation of the Falkland 
Islands, claimed by the republic to be a part 
of its territory. The subject of partly repu- 
diating or scaling the Argentine debt is being 
widely discussed, and it is not tmprobable 
that a political party may take it as their 
issue, The advocates of repudiation suggest 
that European powers would hesitate to re- 
peat their experience with Mexico, which 
was invaded on the pretext that Mexico had 
failed to meet its financial obligations, the 
invasion resulting most daisastrously for 
those who took the most active part init, It 
is pointed out, too, that in the case of 
Mexico the United States insisted on the 
Mexican people being left to govern them- 
selves, irrespective of any question of finan- 
cial obligations. 


MONTT’S SUCCESSOR. 

VALPARAISO, April 15.—Senor Blest Gaha, to 
whom the Chillian Government a few days 
ago offered the post of Minister at Washing- 
ton, to succeed Senator Petro Montt, who 
will return to enter Comgress, has accepted 
the office. Hisappointment is subject to 
confirmation by the Commission Conserva- 
dor, which will meet on Monday, 

Senor Gana is considered one of the ablest 
diplomats in Chili, andis possessed of much 
personal magnetism. Itis believed that he 
will create a favorable impression at Wash- 
ington. 

There is not the slightest intention on the 
part of Chili to suspend diplomatic relations 
with the United States, nor has any intima- 
tion been received from Washington that any 
such desire exists there. The new rumor 
from the United States. that sucha purpose 
existed has therefore created much surprise, 
both here and in Santi@go. The intention of 
the Chilian Government is, on the contrary, 
to maintain a lasting good understanding 
with the United States.

RUSSIA BELIEVED TO BE SECRETLY. PREPARING 
FOR WAR. 

LONDON, April 15.—Advices received from 
St. Petersburg state that the Council of the 
Empire has adopted a series of drastic meas- 
ures which indicate that preparations are 
being made forwar. A plan Nas been ap- 
proved by which all private railways and 
steamers will be turned over to the Govern- 
ment Inthe event of a mobilization of the 
forces being ordered. The § sever- 
est penalties are provided for any 
one who shall communicate abroad any of 
the plans of the Government or any 4docu- 
ment containing information which, because 
of consideration of external securities, 
should be kept secret. The authorities will 
also punish without trial such persons as 
shall be discovered to be secretly teaching in 
the Polish language.

ANTI-SEMITIC AGITATION—RELIEVING RUSSIA'S 
POOR. 

BERLIN, April 15.—The anti-Semitic ques. 
tion is again coming to.the front, notwith- 
standing the recent prosecution of Rector 
Ahlwardt, anditis probable that the anti- 
Semitic programme will be strongly pressed 
at the next session ofthe Latidtag. There is 
much irritation against the Hebrews on ac- 
count of the general support given by the 
Hebrew press tothe pri mary education Dill, 
and forthat reason many who were indiffer- 
ent toantli-Semiticism or even opposed to it 
are now inclined torepressive action in re- 
gard tothe Jews. The recent large influx of 
Jews ‘rom Russla, Polandana other regions 
bas also caused a strong feeling against them 
among thé working classes, who look upon 
them asrivalsin the labor fleld and all the 
conditions are considered favorable toa re- 
vival of amanti-semitic movement, 


RELIEVING RUSSIA’S POOR, 

ST. PETERSBURG, April 15.—The American 
agents having incharge the distribution of 
the flour, wrain and provisions sent from the 
United States as a gift to the famine sufferers 
have already relieveda host of the sufferers 
inthe province of Saratov. Through their 
distribution of grain over 20,000 horses in ad- 
dition tothe peasants have been provided 
with corn, Soup kitchens have been opened 
in twenty-four districts, and peasants are 
being supplied with nourishing food free of 
cost. The peasants arealso being supplied 
with seed grain. 


RAVACHOL INDICTED. 


PARIS, April 15.—The indietment of Rava- 
chol, the Anarchist, and his five accomplices, 
including Maritte Loubert, the mistress of 
Dealot, ane of the accomplices, which was 
presented to-day, gives the first connected 
history of the conspiracy in which the pris- 
oners were implicated. The facts of the case 
open in April, 1891, when Decamp, an asso- 
ciate of Chaumartin, was convicted of 
wounding a policeman in an affray. The 
plotters met at Chaumartin’s house and ar- 
ranged a programme of revenge. 


SMALL-POX EPIDEMIC. 

VIENNA, April 15.—Fearful accounts have 
been received of the ravages of the black 
small-poxin Poland. The disease appears to 
have originated among some Jews from Lit- 
tle Russia who succeeded in making their way 
into Poland, but who were prohibited from 
crossing into Germany. It has spread with 
great rapidity and is claiming many victims, 
especially in the villages where very little at- 
tention is paid to sanitary measures, 


BRIEF CABLEGRAMS, 

An epidemic of black smallpox is raging in 
Poland, especially on the Galician frontier. 
The disease is very fatal. Most of those at- 
tacked die on the third day.

THOUSANDS OF BOOMERS SWOOPED INTO 
THE RESERVATION. 


Swolien Streams Fail to Impede the Wild 
Rush of the Land-Hunte All Kinds 
of Conveyances Used in the Effort to 
Seoure Choice Locations — Railway 
Trains Crowded With Arrivals From 
Distant States—Land Offices Besieged 
by Claimants. 


Browns VALLEY, Minn., April 15.—The 
signal has been sounded, and the first mad 
rush to the promised Indian lands has been 
made. Thousands of half-crazed men are on 
the Sisseton reservation and the real struggle 
for new homes in the fertile Northwest 
is on, ! 

Daylight to-day found the lines of filers 
here and at Fargo, Watertown and other 
points along ‘the border of the Sisseton 
reservation ready for business. The sun also 
disclosed long lines of homeseekers and town 
site boomers stretched around the bounds of 
the reservation held back by the guns of the 
regular soldiers and the fear lest too 
great previousness cause their claims to 
be thrown out by the land department, 
such intention having beenannounced. So 
well guarded did the boundary seem to be 
that the long line of restless people appeared 
as living marks set to show the boundaries. 
Soldiers gave added life to the scene as 
they galloped up and down the line, warning 
back the over-eager, overhauling such as at- 
tempted to slip through the military line into 
the Coteaux into the promised land and 
awalting the signal from the gun that should 
relieve them from a somewhat irksome task, 

THROUGH MUD AND FLOODS. 

So heavy have been the rains that the Little 
Minnesota River is outof its channels and 
overfiowing the lowlands. Every ravine in 
the Coteaux is a rushing torrent. The last 
snow drifted banks forty feet in the hills and 
the warm rain for several days past has been 
melting these immense drifts. All this snow 
water, together withthe rain that has fallen 
for three days and nights hasrun down into 
the lowlands, where are the best claims, and 
is accumulating there. Several townships 
are submerged in large tracts and detours of 
many miles will have to be made by the land- 
seekers, who started in the wild rush at 
noon. The race will not beto the swift, but 
to the heavy team. 

The Milwaukee'road had its special train 
ready at Wilmot early in the day, and all the 
seats had been taken before, so that 150 or 
more boomers, unable to secure transporta- 
tion on the first train, tramped and rode 
through the mud to Brown’s Valiey to make 
the rush from here. The first of these reached 
Brown’s Valley last night,and thejothers have 
been straggling In since, weary and muddy, 
but eager for the race. Similar conditions 
exist at other points although the crowd is 
probably greatest at Brown’s Valley, that 

lace being nearest to the best land. The 
slandsin Lake Traverse are the starting point 
for a large number, who have been camping 
there for the past week. 

The great danger of fights isin the secur- 
ing of claims, as among the squatters, but 
there is promise of endless litigation between 
the squatters and filers, and the crowds at 
Watertown and Fargo who are in line with 
filers are greatly worried lest the squatters 
may have the better right. On the other 
hand the squatters, while avowing the great- 
est confidence in their own stronger claims 
to the lands, are fearful lest the earlier filing 
by those who have suffered before the land 
office instead of inthe race through the mud 
may invalidate the squatters’ claim, , Con- 
flicting reports from the Land Office are re- 
sponsible for this state of affairs. 

THE SIGNAL SOUNDS. 

Maj. Bernard had laid his plans well and all 
had an equal chance, so far as the Gowern- 
ment could give it. It simply developed into 
a matter of speed and endurance. The various 
officers compared time-pieces and promptly 
atnoonthe signal guns gave the word to 
‘ ‘zo. >? 

Maj. Bernard’s bugler announced it at 
Brown’s Valley, and as the bugle notes were 
sounded from a hill top on the boundary, the 
rapid firing of muskets carried the word along 
the line and the homeseekers, whom much 
waiting and worrying and hard fare had ap- 
parently exhausted, seemed endowed with 
new life and started off in the race for homes 
in what they confidently believe the richest 
lands on earth. The mud had no terrors, and 
pools of water, even small lakes, did not dis- 
may them, but all were off in the madrush 
for land at $2.50 an acre after fourteen 
months’ of residence. 

The scene as the signal was given was pict- 
turesque, As noon approached a cavalry 
bugler withalong yellow plume streaming 
from his helmet anda brand new bugle sus- 
pended from his shoulder by a bright yellow 
cord rode tothe crest of the hill which sep- 
grates Brown’s Valley trom the _ Sisseton 
Reservation. Scattered along in uneven 
line to the north and south of him were three 
companies of cavalry, each man fully armed 
with saber, revolver, carbine. Back of these 
were grouped or rather herded, a hetero- 

eneous mass of men—white, yellow and 
Siack—all nationalities of the Caucassian 
race, witha liberal mixture of half-breeds 
and negroes. There were women in the 
crowd, too, and here and there could be 
seen a baby heid in the arms of 
its mother aS she sat on 
her horse determined to be one 
of the fifst to enter the promised land which 
was to be opened to-day. As all nationalities 
and races of men were represented so were 
colors. A splen- 
did Kentucky thoroughbred which showed 
his blue grass ancestry in the small

Bernard, 
watch in hand, ed to the bugier, 
who began to sound the fevellie. At 
the first note ‘there was a crack 
from the carbine of the soldier next to him, 
which was quickly echoed by one further 
down the line.

WHERE THE LANDS LAE. 

The Sisseton Indian lands, are located In the 
northeastern corner of South Dakota, cover- 
ing the most of Robert County, lapping over 
on the edge of Marshall and Day Counties, 
crossing the panhandle of Grant and the 
sharp point of the triangular-shaped reser- 
vation iextending down tothe center of Cod- 
dington, a few miles from Watertown, 
where filing may be made and where much of 
the crowd of eager seekers after 
lands have been awaiting this day. 
The northern base of the triangle 
exteuds over into Sargent and 
Richlend Counties in North Dakota, and for 
that reason flings may be made at Fargo. 
The reservation is the source of the Red River 
of the North, which flows ultimately into 
Hudson Bay, ofthe Minnesota River, which 
crosses this Stateand empties into the Mis- 
sissippi near this city and of the Big Sioux 
River which flows south and joins the Mis- 
souri, The lands are rich and numerous 
lakes covers the entire extent of the reserva- 
tion, a good portion of which is wooded and 
of a hilly character, In fact, 
the character of the lands refiects 
much credit upon the judgment of the Sisse- 
ton Indivns, who chose this land as their 
reward for their help to the settlers in the 
Indian war of 1862. For nearly thirty years 
they held the reservation intact, but finally 
concluded they would prefer to have their 
lands in severalty and live like whites, sothe 
matter was soon arranged with the aid ofa 
commission, and to-day’s scramble for 
lands is the result. The Indians have 
selected many of the best lands on the reser- 
vation, but it is @stimated that enough for 
about 4,900 claims of 160 acres each still 
remained up to noon to-day. By to-night 
there will be very little if any left. There 
now remain some 700,000 acres, the reserva- 
tion. being forty-five miles across the northern 
side and seventy miles on the southeastern 
and southwestern sides of the triangle, re- 
spectively. 

IN THE CENTER OF SETTLEMENTS. 
_ This reservation is right in the heart of well 
‘settled country and small towns and cities 
are in easy reach ofthe settler on whatever 
part of the reservation he may make his 
home. Railroads run all around the reserva- 
tion, running to some of the many near by 
towns. The nearest central point is Brown's 
Valley, Minn., which *?s close to the line of 
the reservation, and almost in the center of 
the Eastern boundary. It ts at the extremity 
of Lake Traverse, which is 
of. the Eastern boundary of 
eastern reservation and ae the shore of 
which are said to besome of the choicest 
lands.

An Illinois Central Train Robbed 
in Mississippi. 


The Express Car Entered and About 
$4,000 Carried Off. 


THE GLENDALE STYLE CLOSELY COPIED 
BY THE BRIGANDS. 


Passengers in the Coaches Not Visited 
But Badly Alarmed by the Fusilade of 


Pistol Shots Firei by the Robbers— 


Bloodhounds on the Trail of the Orimi- 
» nals—Their Capture Almost Certain— 
They All Wore Masks. 


New OnpRans, April 15.—In the regulation 
style of the James and Glendale gangs a pas- 
senger and express train on the Illinois Cen- 
tral was held up and robbed within less than 
a hundred miles of New Orleans last night. 
It was passenger No. 2, which left this city at 
6o0’clock p.m. It was in charge of Engineer 
James anda Conductor Robertson. When the 
train reached Hammond Station a man 
boarded the engine. To the surprise of the 
engineer and fireman the uninvited passenger 
thrust Into their faces a big gleaming pistol. 
The men were ordered to go ahead and the 
command was obeyed. 

Passenger train No. 2 was scheduled to 
meet No. 8at Independence and to take the 
siding at that point. When No. 2 reached 
Independence the siding was taken and the 
switch barely locked when the southward- 
bound train came thundering along. It is 
not customary for trains to stop at meeting- 
points, and the. south-bound train went on 
its way to New Orleans without the slightest 
knowledge that the train which it left behind 
was about to be robbed. 

THE TRAIN ROBBED. 

The south-bound train had barely got by 
when men appeared at the side of the engine. 
Like the bandit who was covering the engl- 
neer and fireman with his pistol the four 
men were masked. They had evidently been 
waiting at this point, which had been agreed 
upon as the place of robbery. 

They compelled the engineer and fireman 
to go tothe express carand order the mes- 
senger to open the doors. The messenger did 
not do so and entrance was affected from the 
west side ofthe car. The meSsenger, after 
hiding in the stove several valuable pack- 
ages, made his escape. The robbers kept 
everyone inside of the coaches and sleepers 
by a constant fusilade until their work was 
completed. Neither the passengers nor mails 
were disturbed. 

After the highwaymen were through with 
the robbery they made the engineer cover his 
headlight and back down about 200 yards, 
whea they ordered him to go ahead. 
on the train can give a good description of 
the robbers. They were apparently young 
men, twoof them had full beards and all 
were very poorly dressed. On entering the 
car they assaulted the baggagemaster by 
striking him on the side of the head with a 
revolver, saying he was with the express- 
man and that he hadthe money. He plead- 
ed with them and they did not harm him any 
more, 

The safe was emptied of its contents, the 
robbers disappeared after firing a volley to 
complete the intimidation of the crew and 
passengers, andthe train proceeded on its 
way north. When it reached Tangipahoa the 
news was Laps bing tage back to this city. At 
the express Office in this mete it is said that 
less than $5,000 was obtained by the bandits. 

Officials of the Illinois Central and Southern 
Express Co. here are in communication with 
Sheriffs at points along the lineof the road 
near the scene of the robbery, and it 1s be- 
lieved the robbers will be run down before 
nightfall. The country for miles around In- 
dependence, where the train was side- 
tracked, is smooth, with no impediments to 
obstruct the posse with bloodhounds in over- 
taking the robbers. 

TRAILED BY BLOODHOUNDS. 

Special Agent F. D. Jackson of the South- 
ern Express Co. wasin Jackson, Miss., last 
night on other business, when he received 
word of the robbery. He immediately 
secured a pack of blood hounds from the 
Mississippi penitentiary. Boarding the train 
with them, he arrived at the scene at 3 
o’clock this morning. Jackson is the man 
who tracked to his lairand eventually capt- 
ured the redoubtable Rube Burrows, fe 
also worked up the train robbery at Durant, 
Miss., and succeeded in capturing and con- 
victing the three perpetrators of that crime. 

Agent Pardee of the Southern Express Co. 
in this city said this morning he did 
not .know how many packages had 
been taken by the robbers; but acknowledged 
that a few pacKages containing jewelry, and 
afew containing lottery tickets, and a few 
the contents of which he did not know, were 
secured. He éstimates the loss will be about 
$4,000 including the Jewelry stolen. :

EVOLUTION OF PUGILISM. 


The Manly Art Traced From Primeval 
Forests Down to the Modern Stage. 
From Once a Week. 

If modern advanced science is infallible— 
and to defy it is the new heresy—there wasa 
time when man roamed through the forest, 
the half-brother of the ape. In those early 
days pugilism may be said to have been in its 
infancy, albeit, robust and full of promise. 
The ape language was unintelligible to 
man, and vice versa; consequently there 
must have been frequent misun- 


derstandings. But man, being more erect, 
firmer on his feet and better ‘‘scienced,’ 
easily knocked out his ape ina few rounds. 
In the course of a few million years, more or 
less, the ape learned wisdom by experience, 
and avoided giving wordy offense to man ex- 
cept in the hearing of other apes. 

rom these — and fruitless beginnings of 
the ape-manly art, the manly art was finally 
evolved. Men fought among themselves. At 
firstthey not only handled each other without 
gloves, but wentat it tooth and nail, struck 
below the belt,continued to slug an opponent 
after he went to grass and had no such 
soother of civilization as the call of time. 

Then primeval man began to use weapons, 
and to enter the arena with rade implements 
of wood and stone, the skillful use of which 
determined thé survival of the fittest. 

Asthe germ of civilization continued to 
awaken more and more to ‘‘modern require’ 
ments,’’ man faced nis fellow naked in the 
arena, with Grawn sword and net. The Greek 
ve Roman arena had come, apparently to 
stay. 

But another stage of evolution found man 
more carefulof his health, and he grasped 
his sword and battleax, mounted barbed 
steeds and covered himself with chains and 
metal plates to fright the souls of fearful 
adversaries in evening dress. Under the 
plate-and-chain system one man could clean 
out village after village and castle after 
castie. ‘Then the iaw stepped in and cornered 
the weapon market. No person was allowed 
to carry a weapon for every-day use, unless 
authorized by the corporation, which hada 
monopoly of deadly weapons. 

The prize ring, properly so called, was 
evolved outof an enforced respect for the 
law against artificial deadly weapons. But 
man has deadly weapons of his own. The 
foot and even the fistand the teeth applied 
toan opponent without certain limitations 
may cause death, Hence the prize ring 
originated in engiend adopted rules. Under 
these rules, rigidly enforced, very brutal 
exhibitions and an occasional case of man- 
slaughter were not impossible, 

The law spoke again. In some States of 
the Union fightsto a finish are prohibited. 
Handling opponents without gloves is pretty 
generally barred at present. 

Atlast we have probably reached the era 
of the decay of the prize ring. ‘‘Feather- 
weights’’ and ‘‘light-weights’’ occasionally 
indulge in a real ight and give the patrons of 
the sport a fairshow for their money. But 
such superior exponentsof the manly art as 
Sullivan, Corbett, Slavin and Mitchell have 
about abandoned the prize ring and are now 
in the exhibition and ‘‘theatrical’’ business. 

These men all seem very anxiousto meet 
one another. They may doso, and they may 
not. They have ail met, in a manner, in 
the columns of the great dailies; and their 
**leading off’’ om paper has the true ring; 
the only drawback is that it seems unlikely 
to be actually transferred inside the ropes. 

But everything is developing. Sols the 
prize ring. We found it in its primeval 
catch-as-catch-can; then with its naked 
sword dripping with blood in the arenas of 
the ancient ‘‘civilization’’ of Greece and 
Rome; succeeded by the half-savage, half- 
ludicrous jousts of the Middle Ages; in recent 
times, first murdering, and then hedged 
about with ‘‘rules;’’ still more recently 
ee et forbidden by law; now compelled 

ora living to ‘‘goon the stage,’’ give ex- 

hibititions and fight long-distance battles 
on paper over quivering ao wires that 
are not quivering for fearofany dangerous 
things that are to come. 

We like the last style the best.

They were wel- 
comed to d@dinner and they were told they 
were to come prepared to discuss the coming 
national ticket of the Republican party and 
to fuggest methods for a victorious out- 
come. 

Among others present issaid to have been 
ex-Senator Miller, and thé conclusion is said 
tohave been reached that Harrison, if re- 
nominated, could not be elected. The con- 
census of opinion as to its conclusion is said 
to have been that the strongest ticket for the 
coming campaign, barring Blaine, who it is 
thought was disqualified by ill-health, would 
be McKinley of Obio and the host of the even- 
ing, Cornelius N, Bliss.

Bostox, Mass., April 15.—The Eleventh

SAMOAN AFFAIRS. 


The Toy Kingdom Hopelessly in Debt— 
Personal Notes. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 15.—Advices from 
Samoa by steamer, dated March 31, state that 
Chief Justice Cedercrantz and President Von 
Senft, of the Municipal Council have ap- 
plied to King Malletoato write a letter re- 
quiring that allmoney paid into the munl- 
cipal funds for customs duties should be 
handed over to the Samoan Government. 
When the customs question was first started, 
the opinian of the Chief Justice was asked 
both by the Council and by Consuls whether 
the customs belonged to the Samoan Govern- 


ment ortothe municipility. Thg Chief Jus- 
tice decided that the revenue Went to the 
municipality. The reversal of the original 
decision is ascribed to the fact that the 
Samoan ‘Treasury is lacking in funds. 
The Samoan Government has man- 
aged to expend $28,000 in United States 
coin and all it has to show therefor isa resi- 
dence for the President of the Council, cost- 
ing $5,000, anda jail which cost $1,200. No 
statement of expenditures, as required by the 
Berlintreaty, has been made bythe Presi- 
dent. The first intimation the citizens and 
Council had of an intention to divertthe rev- 
enue was at the last meeting of the Council, 
when the question of expending about $10,000 
on public works recommended by the Public 
Works Committee was brought up and passed 
unanimously by the Council, the President 
alone objecting on the ground that the Coun- 
cil might not have funds to carry 
it out. The councillors understood 
there was $21,000 in gold in 
the treasury and asked the President for an 
explanation, which the latter declined to 
give. Considerable discussion followed, the 
President losing histemper. Whenthe Con- 
suls met to discuss the resolutions by the 
Council two ofthe Consuls voted against the 
desired improvements. onthe ground that as 
the municipality would lose the customs 
revenue, they were not justified in making 
improvements that could not be paid for. 
One Consul claimed $9,000 a year 
was ample revenue for carrying 
on the municipality, but tbe British 
Consul pronounced this statement absurd, 
placing the amount at $20,000. The idea of 
taking funds fromthe municipality is to pay 
the faipule (the members of the Government) 
and magistrates a salary. It has been seri- 
ously considered by some leading citizens as 
to the advisability of seizing the treasury and 
putting a trustworthy person in charge, 
bonds to be given that the money will be 
roperly expended, also that a petition be 
orwarded tothe treaty powers, asking that 
the whole matter be investigated. On May 
15 the Samoans-will be in arrears $130,000. Not 
one dollar, it is claimed, can ever becol- 
lected. 
Some of the members of the Government 
say Malietoa is expected tocome to Apia soon. 
United States Consul-General Sewell leaves 
for the United States on account of ill-health, 
and Vice-Consul Blacklock will act as consul. 
It is rumored that mail steamers will dis- 
continue calling here, it being stated that it 
does not pay them to make the stop, 


STORMS AND FLOODS. 


New York Covered With Snow-—Rivers 
Still Rising. 

NEW YorK, April 15.—The heavy rain-storm 
which began in this city about 4 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon continued until shortly 
after midnight, when it turned to snow and 
hail, which kept on falling until 3 o’clock 
this morning. The snow melted as it fell, 
consequently the interruption to traffic was 
slight, although a few minor accidents from 
trifling collisions onthe river have been re- 


ported, nothing serious has so far been an- 
nounced. To-day the weather is Clearing, 
with a cold northwesterly wind. 

lhree inches of snow fell dnring the night 
in New Jersey. Much damage has been done 
in the farming section in this vicinity. 

At Baltimore the rain storm of yesterday 
and last night became a sleet storm this 
morning, making necessary a postponement 
of the scheduled base ball game. 


TWO RIVERS RISING. 
CHARLESTON, Mo., April 15.—The Ohio and 
Mississippi Rivers are rising rapidly and fears 
of a generaland disastrous overflow are en- 
tertained. Miles of wheat land are now 
under water to a depth varying from one to 
ten feet and hundreds of cattle are: said to 

have perished. 

TRACKS UNDER WATER. 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, April 15.—The water 
continued to rise all day yesterday, and if it 
keeps up another twelve hours the city must 
be partially flooded. Already a large portion 


of the Northern Pacific tracks are under 
water, and the electric light and gas compa- 
nies’ premises are within a shade of being 
flooded. Should the water rise alittle more 
the town will be in darkness. Advices from 
St. Vincent, .merson and other points up the 
river say that the water is rising all along 
and the danger of a flood is increasing.

Bussey a Voluntary Witness— 
Charges Warmly Denied, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 15.—Gen. Bussey, 

Assistant Secretary ofthe Interior, was a 

voluntary witness before the Special Pension 


Office Investigating Committee ofthe House 
this morning, Gen. Bussey’s object in 
coming before the committee was to take ex- 
ception toa statement made by Greene B, 
Raum, Jr., yesterday. 

Gen. Bussey denied with some warmth the 
statement made, and concluded his remarks 
by asking the members of the committee to 
judge for themselves who spoke the truth, 
young Raum or himself. He alsospoke in the 
highest terms of Mr. Engle’s character and 
ability. 

F. C, Pack, Assistant Chief of Division in 
the Pension Office, corroborated the state- 
ment madein Engle’s affidavit that young 
Raum ,had telephoned Engle at the office 
making an engagement with him. Mr. Peck 
said he answered the op ee oy message of 
young Raum, and called Engle to the tele- 
phone toanswerthe former. Engle, after 
answering onthe instrument, told witness 
that young Raum wanted to meet him on the 
street, and would for a $50 loan use his 
influence to get him promoted, and Engle 
asked witness for permission to leave the 
office to meet Raum.

RELIGIOUS NEWS. 


Status of Odd Fellows in the Catholic 
Church—Missionary Work. 

BaLTmmoreE, MG., April 15.—A peculiar dis- 
cussion that has.arigen since the Odd Fellows 
invaded the Catholic district is in regard to 
the standing of their order among the Catho- 
lics. It hasbeen said’ by some persons that 
Catholics could joim it, and the result has 
been a number Of interviews with church 
authorities. The opinion that is given is 
that Catholics cannot remain members of the 


order, although they will not be excom- 
municated for having joined it, provided they 
resign and do penance. 

‘*‘The Independent Order of Odd Fellows 
is condemned,’’ saysthe professor of moral 
theology at St. Mary’s seminary, ‘‘but the 
Catholic Odd Fellows are not excommuni- 
cated, and the confessor can absolve a 
member of the church who has joined the 
order and who promises to withdraw.’’ 

The Odd Fellows themselves seem uncon- 
cerned about the discussion, as their mem- 
bership is Protestant. 

On thé 2th of this month the Odd Fellows 
will dedicatethe new hall which they have 
erected right in the heart of the Catholic dis- 
trict of this city. It is a half a 
square below the Catholic cathedral 
and on the same square as one 
of the largest Catholic churches ofthe city, 
and directly below the new home of one of 
the Catholic orders. It is a large four-story 
bullding, admirably adapted to the use of 
the society. The independent Order of Odd 
Fellows was founded in Baltimore, and a 
monument to its founderis one of the orna- 
mentsof the city’s parks. Efforts will be 
made to bring back the Inter n ational head- 
quarters to Baltimore, where they were for 
over a half century. 

Rev. Father John Slattery withdraws to- 
day from St. Joseph’s Foreign Missionary 
Society, or as it is better known, the Order of 
St. Joseph, as an active member. A new 
order will be formed by Father Slattery to 
carry on the Catholic work among the col- 
ored people, and will be under the direction 
of Cardinal Gibbons. The Josephites will 
continue their present work, however. 
Bishop Vaughn of Engiand is the head of the 
order. He believes better work can be done 
among the colored people of the United 
States by American priests who know their

The 
say that they have sworn affidavits to the ef- 
fectthatthe Mercantile Telegraph Co. held 
no money bet on any race andthat Frank W. 
Shaw, the St. Paul bookmaker, had received 
from the telegraph company the money bet 
before the race was run, They also 
claim to be able to prove the 
finding of the court in regard to stakeholders 
and depositories against the law. 

A new trial is asked for eleven different 
reasons. The first ten are the general 
reasons that illegal evidence was admitted, 
and legalevidence excluded, that the evi- 
dence was insufficient and the finding of the 
court was against the law and evidence, etc. 
The eleventh, and last reason, contains the 
meat of the motion. It asks a new 
trial on the ground of newly discovered 
evidence, It reads as follows:

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HELD BY THE AMEER. 


Russia Blocked in Her Designs on the 
Pamir Country. 


Loxpon, April 15.—Information has been 
received here that an engagement has taken 
piace between the forces of the Ameer of 
Afghanistan, commanded by Pholam Khan, 
the Ameer’s Generalissimo, and a force of the 
Khan ot Junoal. The latter was defeated. 
and the Afghan force captured the town of 
Asmar. By this victory the Ameer is enabled 
to command the Dora Pass, one of the two 
passes leading through the Pamir country to 
India. The other pass ig held by the British. 

This is regarded asa very important piece 
of news at the Foreign Office in view of the 
statement imputed to the Ameer by a dis- 
patch from Bombay a few days. ago that he 
distrusted the professed friendship of Russia. 
The Ameer said that Russia only wants Af- 
ghanistan asa highroad to India, and would 
place the Afghans in the van of her army as 
a special target for English cannons and 
rifles. The Russians would strip 
the Afghans of their arms and of food, 
and would outrage and murder their women, 
because they must destroy the Afghans to 
obtain India. Therefore the Ameer declares 
that friendship between the Russians and 
Afghans is next to impossible. The holding 
of the Dora Pass blocks Russia’s design ‘on 
the much-coveted Pamir country. 


ITALY SATISFIED. 


REPARATION AMPLE FOR THE KILLINGS-—LON- 
DON PRESS COMMENT. 


Rome, April 15.—The newspapers of this 
morning contain editorials on the settlement 
of the New Orieans difficulty. They are 
unanimous in expressing satisfaction with 
the terms offered by the. United States Gov- 
ernment andthe acceptance of the same by 
Italy, andthe hope is earnestly expressed 
that the friendly relations now resumed, will 
never be interrupted in the future. 


The London 7Jimes to-day,commenting upon 
the settlement of the questions in dispute 
between [taly and the United States, says: 
Upon a great Christian anniversary like Good 
Friday itisoften difficult to find in the rec- 
ords of current events anything that very 
distinctly shows the influence of Christianity 
upon international conduct, To-day, how- 
ever, we have to chronicle what is, at least, 
one of the most benign and gracious forms of 
diplomatic action. Thisisthe amicable set- 
tlement of the dispute between Italy and the 
United States. The thing is all the more 
precious because Mr. Blaine is not, 
perhaps, quite the first flower of 
Christian chivalry. Italy is a State too far 
apart from the United States for the breaking 
off of diplomatic intercourse to induce very 
serious consequence, but the Italians are 
nevertheless to be congratulated upon the 
concession of their demands and apon secur- 
ing a genuine diplomatic triumph. 

The London Daily Graphic,under the caption 
**Blaine’s Latest Surrender,’’ says that the 
result establishes an important precedent on 
which the countries of Kurope are arrested. 
It establishes the responsibility of the Feder- 
al Government of the United States for the 
safety of foreigners within her gates, no 
matter how the local authorities may choose 
to act.

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THE DEMOCRATIC PRIMARIES. 


A few days ago it looked asif the voting 
at the Democratic primaries would be a 
lively contest between two personal fac- 
tions for the credit of naming the delega- 
tions to represent St. Louisin the several 
State conventions of the party. It looks 
now as if the Governor’s faction would 
not be in it. 

The Mayor’s faction is the only one that 
presents an organized front. Thecity of- 
ficials and ward bosses of ‘‘de push,’’ 
with the assistance of Col. Jonah, who is 
slated fora delegateship, are making a 
funny little teapot tempest of a campaign 
under the direction of Contractor SwIFrt 
and several railroad attorneys for DALTON.

THE WISE COURSE FOR DEMOCRATS. 


The victory in the Nebraska Democratic 
Convention for an unpledged delegation to 
the National Convention shows that 
Democrats are heeding the warning not to 
permit their enthusiasm for one man to 
run away with their discretion which the 
WORLD reiterates in the crisp advice ‘‘no 
instructed delegates.’’ This advice which 
State conventions show a disposition to 
follow, has received the indorsement of 
Ex-President CLEVELAND himself. With 
that frankness and courage which are 
among the finest traits of Mr. CLEVELAND 
he expresses 1n a published letter his own 
misgivings as to the wisdom of again 
putting him in nomination and urges 
Democrats to check ‘‘sentiment and too 
unmeasured personal devotion’’ when the 
period of deliberation is reached in the 
National Convention. 

The situation is such at present that it 
is impossible for Democrats in the differ- 
ent States to tell what would be the wisest 
course for the party to pursue in June 
with reference tothe selection of candi- 
dates. They may be sure of their prefer- 
ence, but should they permit this prefer- 
ence to decide in advance the action of the 
party convention they may bind the 
party to a fatal blunder. The man 
who is strongest generally with the 
party and the people of the whole country 
may be weakest by reason of factiona_ 
fights or differences of opinion at points 
essential to success. Ability to choose on 
the part of the delegates after consultation 
among themselves and careful deliberation 
may be the condition of Democratic vic- 
tory. 

Mr. CLEVELAND is undoubtedly the 
choice of the majority of Democrats, but it 
is possible that another man representing 
the reform aspirations of the party, but 
without his particular points of weak- 
ness may be the safer candidate. This 
question the National Convention, having 
in view the preference of Democrats but 
unbound by pledges, should decide.

Among the lessons of the failure these 
stand prominent:

THE EX-CONGRESSMAN SATISFIED WITH

The Original Dalton Men Say Their Oandi-

WITH JAPANESE GOLD. 


A New Bridge to Be Built at St. Charles 
by Celestial Capitalists. 


Another bridge will soon be bufit over the 
Missouri. It will be located at St, Charles, 
about halfa mile abovethe present bridge, 
and will be for foot and wagon 
traffiC. The history of the construction 


of the bridge is pecullar. The Wabash bridge 
is only adapted for railroad traffic, and the 
station is ata considerable distance from the 
city. This fact has been very detrimental to 
the interests of St. Charles, and the need 
ofa wagon bridge has long been recognized. 
Nothing, however, was dons antil a few 
months ago, whena young Japanese bridge 
engineer visited the city for the purpose “ot 
examiningthe Wabash bridge. in talking 
with citizens of St. Charles he became con- 
vinced of the need of the city fora foot and 
wagon bridge. Taking a boat he, made 
soundings of the river above the railroad 
bridge, and found what proved to be a good 
crossing. Further investigations proved that 
the limestone underlying the river 
was but a short distance below the 
bottom, and that construction would be com- 
paratively cheap. A contract has been made 
with a Japanese bridge company to rE 4 
the bridge, and Japanese capital will furntsh 
the means, taking bonds forthe loan. This 
is asserted to be the first instance 
of such a loan in the country. 
The estimated cost ofthe bridge is placed at 
$250,000. When completed the St. Louls & Su- 
burban electric road will run a branch from 
Fliorissan!{dtivision over the bridge to the 
center of St. Charles. The citizens of that 
place are jubilant overjthe change. They be- 
lieve that the result will be to make S8&t. 
Charles a suburbof Sst. Louls, andto largely 
increase the importance ofthat place. Pre- 
liminary surveys are nowin progress, and 
work will be commenced during the early 
summer,

NEw York, April 15.—Following quickly 
upon the fading prospect of a duel between 
Borrowe and Drayton comes the threat of 
Col. A. Il. de Paula Caelho, the editor of 
O Brazil E Os Estades Unidos, a Spanish- 
American publication, who gained ceéleb- 
rity as an opponent of Dom Pedro. 


that he will challenge toaduel Senor Men- 
donca, Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 

Plenipotentiary of the Brazilian Republic at 
Washington. The fiery Brazilian editor says 
that the Minister must retract what he has 
said about him. Said he last evening: 

‘I will give Mr. Mendoncr just twenty-four 
hours in which to answer me. If he does not 
answer me in that time I will publish him as 
a coward and a cur. He says I am a 
mulatto and that I am an ex-convict 
in my native land. He is a liar. 
I respect the laws of this country or I 
would challenge him to fight me here; but ifI 
can find any place where the duello ts recog: 
nized I will go there and challege him. I am 
told that North Carolina isthe place. I will 
go there if I cannot get satisfaction else- 
where.’’ 

_Col. Coelho Is 6 feet, 5 inches tall and weighs 
850 pounds, He is the gentleman who. on 
Friday last resigned as the general manager 
of the Brazil & New York Steamship Co., 
presumably. because of the publication 
of a story about his assault upon Mrs. Jones 
and her daughter, his explanation of which 
was that Mrs. Jones had not paid her 
rent and that he had ejected her from his 
house. Senhor Mendonca, when he read of 
the Colonel’s actions, said that he wasa fraud 
so far as his representations were concerned. 
The Colonel claims to have been a prominent 
figure in the Brazilian revolution,and to have 
been highly honored by the foremost men of 
the Republic. All this Minister Mendonca 
says is pure fabrication. 

‘*‘Mr. Mendonca is jealous of.me,’’ con- 
tinued Col. Coelno, referring to what Men- 
donca had stated, and his dark eyes flashed, 
while the perspiration stood out*on his dusky 
brow. ‘‘I have been trying to establish closer 
relations between Brazil and America, and 
he does not like me to do that. My body 
is white, although my face and hands 
are dark. His body and his soul are black. 
He will have to answer for the money he 
spends of the Government buyfng houses In 
the Adirondack Mountains and at other 
places.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 15.—Gen. 58t.

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FEMALE SUFFRAGE. 


Bill Passed by the New York Assembly 
After Much Banter. 


ALBANY, N. Y., April15.—In the Assembly 
this morning Mr. Yetman’s bill to give 
women the right to vote for all State officers 
came up, and was briefly supported by Mr. 
Yetman, Mr. Husted and Mr. Sulzer. Mr. 
Drypolcher moved to strike out the enacting 
clause. This was lost—24 to 63. 

There was a good deal of merriment over 
the bill as usual, and not much serious 
argument. Mr. W. A. McCormick offered his 
ptock amendment that ‘‘red headed women’’ 
should be included, but withdrew it on being 
told by Mr. Gifford that it was an insult to 
the young ladies in the House.

After eighteen 
months the fontanels become solid bone, like 
other parts of the skull,

The doctor brought from town his brain 
electrical boring and cutting apparatus, be- 
sides knives and saws. the left side of 
Harry’s head was shaved. The _ child’s 
organs of speech were affected, and ag the 
brain matter which controis them is on the 

ftside, the surgeon operated there. -The 

ead was Washed with soap and theh witha 
solution of bichioride o mercury, the 
Strongest of all antiseptics. Then the boy 
was ready for the knife. 

Ether was administered, and the moment 
Harry was underj its influence the surgeon 
madearapia cut through the middle of the 
scaip. Phen he made transverse cuts over 
the frontal and back bones of the skull. The 
flap of scalp was thrown back, laying the 
skull bare. From this point on the surgeon 
had need of all his skill. 

He decided at the last moment not to use 
the electrical instruments. The boné was 
mot so hard as he anticipated, and so he 
could work to better advantage with his 
hands. On the left side, just above the eye- 
brow, he placed a cylindrical saw, which ts 
used like a bit, with which the skull was first 
perforated. 

The trepah cut out a button of bone just a 
balf inch in diameter. Back six inches from 
the first opening, and near the occipital bone 
or the posterior segment, another button was 
extracted. 

The doctor then decided to remove a part 
of the skull with a punch capable of taking 
outa sliiceahalf inch long and three-six- 
teentiis of ad inch Wide. . 

The doctor ihserted this punch into the 
opening made by thetrepan. It cut out the 
bone smoothly and enareiy and the doctor 
gade the opening the width of two incisions. 

One opening tothe other he cut away

the bone, making a smooth, even trench, six 
inches long and three-eighths of an inch 
wide, laying bare the fibrous membrane of 
the brain. Thetrenchran along the middie 
of the junction of thetwo side bones at the 
topof the head. 

1s channel was ho sooner opened than 
the surzeon made two transverse ones of the 
same width, but about twoinches long. One 
passed through the frontal bone and the 
other on the posterior segment over the left 
parietal bone half way to the occipital. 

This ploughing along had to be done With 
the greatest care, for it would be dangerous 
to cut the menibrane, or even bruise lt, for 
fear of inflammation.

‘*Look!’’ she said, earnestly; ‘‘look at 
that!’’ 

Attracted by her manner the stranger 
leaned forward and peered over her shoulder 
into the darkness.

GRAPPLING 18 DWINDLING. 


It Is Not Profitable Nowadays and It 
Makes the Watermen Grumble. 


From the New York Sun. 


One of the queer industries of the river 
front—an industry that was prominent and 
profitable at one tfme—is grappling, or 
**grapping,’’ as some of the old watermen 
callit. Occasionally an old man may be seen 
pulling a weather-beaten and time- battered 
rowboat = slowly and apparently IUst- 
lessly, up the East or North 
River just along the edge of the pier 
line. In the stern of the boat stands another 
man leaning out overthe water and holding 
a slender linein each hand. He pulls stead- 
ily on the right-hand line with a careful, feel- 
ing motion, bring the left up to it every few 
seconds with a sharp jerk. Every once ina 
while hé stops and calis out to the man at 
the oars, who stops rowing. Then he hauls 
in the lines hand over hand, and disclosesa 
pair of grappling tongs at the end, 
sometimes with a prize caught in their grip— 
a piece of rope, a link of chain cable,or some 
other piece of jetsam worth afew cents, but 
oftener an old can, ora barrel hoop, or other 
piece of rubbish. The grappling tongs are 
very much like a large pairof ice tongs, but 
the hooks are pronged. A line is attached to 
each handle, and with the lines the man in 
the stern of the boat manipulates the tongs, 
openingand shutting them, and scraping 
them from side to side, as he feels along the 
bottom ofthe river. Grappling used to bea 
very profitable business in the days of sailing 
ships, and in the very early days of freight 
Steamships, and a at many grapplers 
might be seen on the rivers. 

‘‘There was mohey i it in them days,’’ 
said an old grappler just landing at a wharf 
in the East River with about 60 cents’ worth 
of old iron as the result of the morning’s 
work, ‘‘but there’snothing but hard scrap- 
ping fora few cents initnow. What did we 
use to get? A bitof everything that a shi 
carried as cargo or as part of the ship itself. 
We used to fish upanchor cables, valuable 
hawsers, often an anchor, pieces of chain 
everything abonta vessel * fs can think of 
that could be lost overboard. It paid us to 
grapple for such things, but it wouldn’t pay 
the ship to hunt them. 

‘'Then when vessels were unlodding there 
used to be piles of cargo gooverboard. Noth- 
ing goes over rd pew ifom the iron steam- 
ers with their donkey ongimes, and derricks, 
and ail sorts of. hoisting and land 
machinery an contrivances. When car 
was passed ashore by eg or by a rope over 
a yard,a good deal of stuff went into the 
river. Kegs of white en, nails, and all sorts 
of things that I can’t think of now, but I 
we used to get most aa 
e’d mostly " to the ship 
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brought tothe dock. But that got stopped 
and if I found a body now I’d letit go off 
moe god quick. The $5 business Was dropped, 
and ’stead of making money we lost time on 
floaters. The last body I towed in I had to 
stand by it on the dock half the day wees 
fora Coroner; then he didn’t come, and 

had to goto the inquest next day and lose 
another day. Didn’t get acent outof fit. If 
I see any bodies now I get away from them 
quick as I can, and so does every Other boat- 


an. 

’*I’ve made as muchas $25, and more, in 
one day grapplingin my timée,when we would 
makearich strike. But it’s hard scrappiing 
to make a dollar ortwoa day now, and we 
mostly fish up old cansand barrel hoops and 
stuff spilled from the garbage scows or fired 
into the river. No, sir,’’ and the old man 
——_ deeply, ‘‘grapplinganda good many 
other things on the river aia’t what they 
used to be by a long shot.’’

Frazer and Falvey Fight Eighty-Three

THEY BATTLED FOR THE NEW ENGLAND 
LIGHTWEIGHT CHAMPIONSHIP. 


The Contest Took Place Before the Glad- 
stone Athletic Club af Providence—J im 
Corbett’s Arrival Delayed — Manager 
Buckenburger Discusses the Pittsburg 
Club’s Chances—Sporting News. 


PROVIDENCE, R.I., April 15.—Jack Falvey 
of this city and Billy Frazer: of Somerville, 
Mass., fought’ at the Gladstone Club last 
night for the light-weight championship of 
New England, Each weighed 133 pounds.

Then Frazer made rush 
after rush and repeatedly landed on Falvey’s 
head, and Falvey with wonderful strength 
kept meeting him, though very groggy. In 
the eightieth not a blow was struck, and 
Referee McMaugh announced that. he would 
callit a draw unless it was finished in three 
rounds. In the followi®g three rounds not a 
blow was exchanged, and at the eighty-third 
round the referee declared it a draw. 

CORBETT DID NOT ARRIVE.

THE TURF. 


The question of whether racing will be re- 
sumed at Monmouth Park the coming sum- 
mer is the absorbing topic in turf circles just 
at present. Mr. A. F. Wolcott, the new 
owner of the course, is reported to have 
stated the early part of the present week that 
running will be resumed at the track if it has 
to be done without a bookmaker operating. 
Racing under such circumstances will be a 


novelty, and if Mr. Wolcott carries out this 
plan he is indeea a very determined man. In 
connection with Johnny Campbelihe ownsa 
racing stable and their colors are well Known 
onthe big Eastern tracks. Woicott is the 
same party who manipulated the Chicago 
elevated railroad deal, out of which he 
is said to have netted some $2,000,000, so that 
it can be seen he has, something substantial 
to back him up when he makesa move. The 
history of Monmouth Vark is well known to 
the public. It was built by a syndicate 
headed- by Messrs. Withers, Cassatt, Wet- 
more, Galway, and the Loriiliards and cost 
in the neighborhood of $2,000,000, Soon after 
it was completed the Management got into 
dispute with the Néw York pool rooms and 
the result was the pool room keepers revived 
an old jaw on the subject of maintaining a 
resort which. necessitated closing the course 
which is the finest in the world. 

Some faint idéa of the enormous size of the 
track may be had from the official figures. 
The totallength of the grand stand is 700 
feet,with ap extreme width of 210 feet, There 
isan overhanging roof 75 feet wide, which 
completely protects the grand stand from 
uny kind ofastorm.

The betting-shed is 850x.75 feet. The sad- 
dling paddock, a new departure, contains 
ninety-six box stallsin tour rows of twenty- 
four each, for the temporary accOmmodation 
of horses intended to run in the different 
races. As forthe tracks, the malnovalisa 
mile and three-quarters from start to finish, 
with a smaller oval of a mile anda balf. 
‘} here is alsu a perfectly straight three-quar- 
ters, with ampie ground beyond the starting- 
post for a field of thirty 2-year-olds 10 take 
position; while in connection with the 
straight three-quarters there is alsoa mile 
and three furlongs nearly straight, there be- 
ing a slight bend in crossing the main track.

GARFIELD PARK’S TROUBLE. _

THE CAMPBELLS ARE COMING. 


Origin of the Song and Memories That 
Cluster Around It. 


There have been many speculations as to 
the origin of this old song, the first verse of 
which runs thus: 

The Campbells are coming, O-ho! O-ho! 

The Campbells are coming, U-ho! 

The Campbells are coming to bonnie Loch Leven, 

The Campbells are coming, O-he! O-ho! 

Some authorities have claimed that it was 
com posed for Mary Queen of Scots on her im- 
prisonment in the castie of Loch Leven, in 
1567, an Argyle bejng then a supporter of the 
Queen. Other authorities maintain that the 
words of this song itself bear internal evi- 
dence of its not baving been written until 
nearly two centuries later. The date of its 
composition is now generally regarded as 
1715, the time being that ofthe breaking out 
of the rebellion in the reign of George I., 
when the Ear! of Mar raised the standard in 
favor of the Stuartsand the great Duke of 
Argyle, John Campbell, was made Com- 
mander-in-Chief of His Majesty’s forces. It 
wasto this Duke that the successful sup- 
pression of this rebellion was largely due. 

The air to which these words are sung has, 
however, been the quickstep of the Camp- 
bells fer some hundreds of years, says Har- 
per’s Bazar. It has been piped to them and 
to the people of Scotiand over moorland and 
meadow, by country roadsand taverns. It 
has stirred them to gayety in festivity, to 
courage in warandto patriotismin time of 
threatened calamity. Each note of it sounds 
a melody generations old, and in évery meas- 
ure the piper plays there echoes for those 
who have earsto listen the very loves and 
fears and hopés and triumphs of a people. 
No wonder that this old melody of Scotland 
makes irresistible appeal, whether piped to 
peasants dnd children or to soldiers who 
tread the field of battle. 

There are those who to-day remember what 
the sound of these pipes and this melody 
once meant to the women and men ofa be- 
leaguered fortress. It was at the siege of 
Lucknow, in 1857, during tlie great mutiny in 
India. The Kuropean women and’chilidren 
in Nana Sahib’s hands had been foully 
massacred. In Lucknow, hemmed in by 
enemies, women waited, cheered by one

arians’ hands thew own-husbands and 
brothers should slay them. One woman, 
lying ill uponthe ground, heard pipes play- 
inginthe distance, and knew rescue was at 
hand. The story everyone knew in that day, 
and Whittier retold it in noble verse:

Mr. Pope said upon the subject: ‘*We don’t 
delay in giving out prompt andaccurate in- 
formation. There has not been an average 
of one fatataccident per year to passenger 
trainsontheC. & QO. for the past fifteen 
years, and in the whole ofthattime, not 
a dozen passengers have lost their ‘lives, 
which isa recordthat a company operating 
upwards of a thousand miles of road can be 
proud of,

dents, against which we take every pre- 
caution, naturally objectto havng mythical 
ones charged upto us and, toavoid this, we 
give out prompt news of every mishap.’’
